Montreal,—Directors of the Canad- 
fan #teamship Lines, Limited, the No- 
va Scotia Steel and Coal Company, 
and the Dominion Steel Corporation, 
received and considered the proposals 
made by the interests behind the $500- 
000,000 steel, coal and shipping organ- 
ization to be*known as the British 
‘Empire Steel Corporation, and for- 
mally consented to the transfer of se- 
curities involved, subject to the con- 
sent of the shareholders of the three 
interests which are to form the Can- 
adian nucleus of the big consolida- 
tion. 

According to the statement issued 
by Col. W. Grant-Morden, the terms 
will be ready for publication in a day 
or two, and special general meetings 
of the companies involved will be cal- 
Jed in the near future, 

Col. Morden stated ‘that the initial 
share capital issue of the new cor- 
poration will be $205,000,000, but de- 
clined to state into what amount of 
first, second and third, preferred and 
common stocks would be divided. 

In addition to the three companies 
mentioned above, the consolidation 
would embrace the Halifax Shipyards 
Company, the Davis Shipbuilding
